Mr. and Mrs. Roy Woolley and Greg¬ 
ory Dahl recently gave an Interesting 
report of their impressions of the 
World Boy Scout Jamboree which 
they attended this summer, called 
New Horizons. Roy gave us an idea 
of how the camp was made up in or¬ 
der to handle 12.000 people from 68 
different countries.

On February 22nd, 1954, the Play 
was awarded the Freedom Founda¬ 
tion’s George Washington Medal for 
Helping to bring about a better un¬ 
derstanding of the American Way of 
Life. 

The story of how this ancient Eur¬ 
opean Play was brought to this coun¬ 
try in 1932 by Josef Meier, world-fam¬ 
ous Chrlstus portrayer, provides an in¬ 
teresting sidelight of our cultural 
history. 

The Black Hills Passion Play was 
brought to this country in 1932 by Jo¬ 
sef Meier, world famous Christua 
protrayer. Mr. Meier’a family had for 
seven generations, participated in the 
prestentation of the Play in Westpha¬ 
lia, Germany. It was at that time 
known as the Luenen Passion Play; 
Luenen being the name of the town 
where it had been presented for hun¬ 
dreds of years. 

At first the greatest difficulty en¬ 
countered by the group of players was 
that of mastering the English langu¬ 
age. A few members of the group 
became discouraged and homesick and 
were replaced by American Actors. 
Others, by dllllgent work, were able 
to overcome their language difficult¬ 
ies and with Mr. Meier travelled from 
coast to coast during the next five 
years. 

These were depressing years in Am¬ 
erica and the trouping of a large pro¬ 
duction such as the Passion Play 
about the country, was a tremendous 
undertaking. The actor not only as¬ 
sumed two or three roles each but al¬ 
so handled all of the duties connected 
with staging the production. The 
group travelled by railroad at this 
time with a private car for the Comp¬ 
any and a baggage car to transport the 
effects.

N.E. Tanner, president of Trans- 
Canada Pipe Lines Limited,and E.D. 
Loughney. vice president of Canadian 
Gulf Oil Company, announced today 
the signing of a long-term sales and 
purchase contract for one trillion, 
three hundred billion cu. ft. of natur¬ 
al gas from the Canadian Gulf Pinrher 
Creek field of Southern Alberta. 

The contract calls for the purchase 
by Trans-Canada Pipe Lines Limited 
of a minimum of one hundred million 
cu. ft. of gas daily during the first 
year, and a minimum of one hundred 
and seventy million cu. ft. dally each 
year for the balance of the 25-year 
contract. 

The Pineher Creek field has present¬ 
ly-known gas reserves estimated at 
three trillion, one hundred billion cu.ft 

Earlier this year Mr. Tanner an¬ 
nounced the signing of gns purchase 
contracts with several other Alberta 
producing companies, involving in 
excess of one hundred and thirty-five 
cu. ft. of natural gas dally, approxim¬ 
ately one-quarter of the present re¬ 
quirements of the Trans-Canada line. 
This amount, together with the Canad¬ 
ian Gulf contract quantities, amounts 
to approximately 60% of the pipeline 
company's present requirements. 

Mr. Tanner said today that several 
other gas-purchase contracts currently 
were being negotiated and good prog¬ 
ress was being made. 

The signing of the contract with 
Canadian Gulf followed closely on 
other recent announcements outlining 
Trans Canada progress in plans for 
construction of the 2,250 ml. pipe line 
to take Alberta natural gas to East¬ 
ern Canada. 

Trans-Canada announced plans to 
start construction next spring on the 
Toronto-Montreal section of its line 
and the placing of an order for $9,000, 
000, worth of pipe for that section. 
Mr. Tanner said also that the company 
was progressing with plans to start 
construction on the main Trans-Can¬ 
ada project in the spring of 1956. 

Meanwhile, Tennessee Gas Trans¬ 
mission Company has filed applica¬ 
tions with the Federal Power Commis¬ 
sion in Washington to import two hun¬ 
dred million cu. ft. of gas daily from 
Trans-Canada at Emerson, Man., and 
an additional two hundred million cu. 
ft. daily if and when it is available. 
Tennessee has also agreed to sell to 
Trans-Canada under r short-term con¬ 
tract up to ninety million cu. ft. dally 
at Niagara for the Toronto-Montreal 
lino until Alberta gas arrives through 
the all-Canadian line, and to purchase 
from Trans-Canada at Niagara natur¬ 
al gas over and above the require¬ 
ments of Eastern Canada once the Al¬ 
berta gas is being carried through the 
all- Canadian line.

PASSION PLAY 

(continued from page two) 

The group was unknown and. at 
times, there was very little money. 
Salaries were paid only when finances 
permitted and there was times when 
it seemed impossible that the money 
would be forthcoming to pay for the 
transportation to the next town. How¬ 
ever, as America came out of the de¬ 
pression, The Passion Play began to 
be on the more firm financial basis. 
Josef Meier and his group began to 
look for a permanent home In this 
country. 

In 1938 Mr. Meier decided to settle 
in the Black Hills of South Dakota. 
An amphitheatre was built as Spear- 
fish, a tiny western town not far from 
Homestake Gold Mine at Lead, and 
the gold rush city of Deadwood, the 
the famous Mount Rushmore Memor¬ 
ial. The Play was named the Black 
Hills Passion Play of America and 
played its first season in its new home 
in the summer ofl939. It has been pre¬ 
sented there each summer since, with 
the exeption of the war years when 
gas and tire rationing prevented tour¬ 
ist travel and the presentation of the 
Play was briefly discontinued. 

Each year more and more people 
come to Spearfish to see the Play in 
Its magnificent outdoor setting. Last 
summer 100,000 saw the Black Hills 
Passion Play during its eleven week 
season. They came from every state 
in the Union, all of the Provinces of 
Canada. Hawaii, Alaska and even from 
foreign countries. 

It had been customary each winter 
for the troupe to tour Canada, present¬ 
ing the Passion Play in theatres and 
auditoriums so that those who could 
not travel to Spearfish might have an 
opportunity to see the Passion Play 
However, in 1951 the Black Hills Pas¬ 
sion Play was Invited to come to Flor¬ 
ida to establish a winter home for 
production. The people of Lakes wales 
and Polk County with the assistance 
of the State of Florida, raised $125, 
000.00 to build an amphitheatre for 
this purpose. It is located In the heart 
of the great citrus groves of central 
Florida just two miles south of Luke 
Wales.
